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The Forand Bill (HR 9467) 


hrough information gained from 

the Illinois State Medical Society, 

there has come to the desk of the 
editor the following report: 

The Forand Bill seeks to provide free 
medical, hospital and dental care for all 
social security recipients and persons 
eligible for social security (an estimated 
12,000,000 to 13,000,000 persons the 
first year). This follows closely on the 
enactment of Bill HR 7225 which created 
a class of citizens who were to be classi- 
fied as totally and permanently disabled 
and who were entitled to handouts for 
the rest of their lives after the age of 50 
and lowered the age for women recipients 
to 62. 

In the wake of HR 7225, the welfare 
state planners now will have introduced 
into the 1958 session of the Congress Bill 
HR 9467 which is sponsored by Rep. A. 
J. Forand (D-R.I.) and supported by the 
AFL-CIO. 

a. This bill will supply social security 
recipients and those eligible up to 60 days 
hospitalization in semi-private accom- 
modations; also, an additional 60 days 
of nursing home care in any one year and 
all of the drugs, board and other services 
provided a hospital patient. All for free. 

b. It would provide medical, dental, 
minor surgery and emergency out-patient 
services in the hospital or in the doctor’s 
office 


c. It would raise OASI %2% on em- 
ployees and employers, 34 to 1% on those 
self-employed, and would broaden tax- 
able salary from $4,200.00 to $6,000.00. 


d. The HEW would be authorized to 
bargain individually with physicians, 
dentists, or their representative associa- 
tions on fees for services. 

e. The estimated cost—2 billion dol- 
lars annually. By 1957 employers and em- 
ployees will pay a 8 pore tax of 4%4% 
each, or a total of 942% of the em- 
ployees’ wages. 

Dr. Walter Oblinger in his letter gave 
these reasons why organized medicine is

1. Abridges free choice of physician 
and dentist. 

2. Imposes a third party into the doc- 
tor-patient relationship. 

3. This is socialized medicine with the 
captive hospital, physician and dentist, 
and inevitable federal control. 

4. Shifts responsibility for care of the 
sick and aged from family to agencies of 
the government. 

5. Robs people of incentive to plan 
and be thrifty with its “cradle to the 
grave” plan. 

6. Inability to pay is not a condition 
of participation. 

This legislation poses a grave problem 
to the free and unfettered practice of 
medicine and dentistry. What will it be— 
Socialism or a strong and free profession? 
It’s up to YOU!

fter last month’s assignment—the 
Ladies’ Entertainment Committee 
—I feel on much more familiar 
ground in talking to you about the Ex- 
hibits Registration Committee, of which, 
you might say, I am a sort of alumnus. 
Serving on this Committee for a number 
of years, I know its importance to the 
Midwinter Meeting of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society, and the large amount of work 
required of it. However, to be certain 
that you have all the facts, I have again 
called on my willing and very able friends 
to lend a hand in presenting this infor- 
mation to you. As usual, they have coop- 
erated to the fullest extent! 

The Exhibits Registration Committee 
has a distinct double purpose—the pro- 
tection of the interests of both the Chi- 
cago Dental Society and the exhibitors. 
The duties of the Committee are to have 
charge of the registration of exhibitors’ 
representatives, to carefully screen all 
personnel connected with the exhibits, 
and to check all credentials before persons 
seeking admission may enter the hall. 
They must see that all signs furnished by 
the Society are placed on the aisles to 
conform with the layout, so that guests 
can easily find the exhibits, and watch 
for illegal signs. Now perhaps this doesn’t 
sound like too much of a job for fifteen 
men to handle easily, but let’s go a little 
further into the workings of this hard- 
working committee. 

To find the Committee at work you 
have to work your way to the lower level 
of the Conrad Hilton Hotel and seek 
them out in their lair, hard by the head 
of the grand staircase leading down to the 
commercial exhibits. There, behind a 
long paper-strewn table, facing a large 
blown-up layout of the entire exhibit 
area, you will find the committee—not 
all of them at one time, but never less 
than four or five on hand to meet the 
press of problems, questions, errands and 
details. Remember, there are two hun- 
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dred and fifty exhibit spaces full of the 
very latest in dental equipment, drugs, 
materials, literature and ideas. These 
spaces are manned by the best informed 
men in dental sales, research, office lay- 
out, dental supply, financing, operating 
innovations—all there is to whet the den- 
tist’s curiosity and to excite the interest of 
the salesmen who want to sell the men 
who sell the dentists. These spaces cost 
money to rent, to man, to supply with 
material, and to erect in a manner that 
will aid sales; each, for the duration of 
the Meeting, is a costly investment in 
time and money. It is the responsibility 
of the Society that those who man those 
spaces are the proper people, and that 
the firms and the men who have made 
that investment are protected. Long in 
advance of the Meeting, the Society 
furnishes its exhibitors with blank forms 
on which each firm is required to list the 
name and title of all representatives it 
will have at the Meeting. Each exhibiting 
firm is allowed one sales representative 
in its selling area for each two front feet 
of space rented. When the proper lists 
have been received, a badge is typed 
for each man on the lists and filed for the 
Friday-Saturday-Sunday rush. 

The Chairman of the Exhibit Registra- 
tion Committee has a room at the hotel 
reserved for arrival Friday morning. 
After checking in, he inspects the layout 
of his committee’s office, makes a final 
check with the office of the Society and 
waits for the first contingent of his com- 
mittee to appear. These men check in 
during the afternoon and gather with the 
Chairman for complete instructions. 
During the afternoon the boxes of cards, 
badges that have already been made up, 
blank badges, files of correspondence 
and supplies come down by special mes- 
senger from the Society office. One of the 
girls from the central office who has 
worked on these badges and this corres-

For the New Year, Eternal Vigilance 


It was the writer’s privilege and pleasure to listen to and see pictures of a 
travelogue on Australia, New Zealand, and Europe, presented by George 
Teuscher, in which he brought to us excellent insight into the problems that 
confront dentistry in these countries. We saw how children are cared for 
almost entirely by the dental nurse who has had two years’ training and is an 
employee of the government. There is practically no private practice of den- 
tistry for children in New Zealand. The adult population is, for the most part, 
in the care of the private practitioner. However, if one is in need of a surgeon, 
he has no freedom of choice. Today in England, there are very few dental 
practitioners who maintain a totally private practice. Slowly but surely in these 
countries the right to practice free and unfettered is being taken away by the 
State. 


At the recent Miami meeting of the American Dental Association there 
were several instances reported in which the care of dependents was being 
done in a manner contrary to rules for such care. Everywhere organized labor 
is demanding more and more in the way of fringe benefits for themselves and 
dependents. The latest bill in which Social Security beneficiaries will be given 
care is to be presented in the next session of Congress in the form of the Forand 
Bill, backed by organized labor. A complete review of the bill by the Illinois 
Medical Society appears in this issue. Read it and then go into action. 

Let your congressman know your feelings. 

Join with your fellow dentists to present a united front on all these problems. 

Keep informed by- reading your dental literature; by attending your dental 
meetings; by acting in unity and never as an individual in these dealings. 

Then we as a profession can remain free and unfettered and stand as one 
of the few remaining bulwarks against a creeping socialism.

DR. SOGNNAES REPORTS 
ON DENTAL ILLS 


Dr. Reidar Sognnaes, Professor of Oral 
Pathology at Harvard University, in an 
article in Scientific American reports that 
in spite of the high degreee of dental 
skill, less than one-half of the population 
are receiving total dental care.

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pondence since the middle of August, 
comes down after the office closes at five 
o’clock on Friday night, checks in and 
makes certain her material is properly 
arranged and ready for Saturday morn- 
ing. Early Saturday morning, as long be- 
fore eight o’clock as possible, the com- 
mittee, its secretary, and other central 
office personnel man the Exhibit Regis- 
tration office. No matter how early the 
committee opens its door for action, there 
is ready and waiting a long line of ex- 
hibitors waiting for their badges. The 
secretary is aided by a girl from the con- 
vention bureau. Those who have had the 
foresight to write in for badges have only 
to state their name and establish their 
identity. Those that have neglected to 
register in advance or for some other 
reason are not on the advance badge list 
have a much more difficult routine to 
traverse, for an exhibitor’s badge is not 
easily obtained. One of the Society’s strict 
rules for the exhibit floor is that there will 
be no solicitation outside of an exhibit 
booth. Keep this in mind, and if at the 
next or any Midwinter Meeting some 
stranger sidles up to you in the aisle while 
you are inspecting some exhibit and offers 
to sell it to you cheaper, get his name 
from his badge and his description and 
then make for the Exhibit Registration 
Committee Headquarters at the head of 
the stairs and report it. You will be doing 
yourself a favor, as well as the Society. 
Throughout all of Saturday, and even 


to a more frantic extent on Sunday morn- 
ing, the exhibitors and their representa- 
tives who are erecting the exhibits pour 
into the exhibit hall. The Committee 
must check each man who wants a badge, 
examine credentials, read letters and 
check correspondence that will verify the 
correctness of various arrangements, and, 
in every way, take the best possible care 
of those who are entitled to badges. It is a 
real pleasure to watch the committee at 
work in this stage of its operation. It has 
to work fast as sometimes twenty or more 
men will be in line, yet it must take time 
to greet the men they have known from 
past meetings and many cordial reunions 
take place. Like some others of the key 
committees of the Society, this is one of 
the “career” committees, and men ask 
to be returned to it year after year be- 
cause they enjoy the work, understand all 
of its angles, and enjoy meeting the many 
men who come back to the Midwinter 
Meeting each year. 

At one o’clock on Sunday afternoon the 
dam breaks, and between six and seven 
thousand people are expected to stream 
through the door of the exhibit hall. The 
great majority of these people are mem- 
bers or families of members for whom the 
proper badge has been obtained in the 
Registration Lounge upstairs. Naturally, 
in a number of human beings this large, — 
there will be a number of persons whose 
admittance is a problem, so the headaches 
of the Committee expand dramatically. 
Andy Frain ushers channel everyone with- 
out a badge directly into the committee 
room. Intercom telephones connect the 
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Committee with the main registration 
area, with the Society headquarters, and 
with the Society offices. Messages go back 
and forth and eventually the correct 
people are admitted to the exhibits and 
inevitably the imposters are found out 
and excluded. The Exhibit Registration 
Committee Headquarters becomes the 
scene of many top level conferences when 
particularly difficult situations arise and 
problems are to be decided at the top 
level. Because of the wide experience of 
the committee’s personnel down through 
the years, very few occurrences even 
threaten the smooth, courteous and effi- 
cient handling of a really impressive 
traffic. It would not be possible for a 
group of employed professionals to pro- 
vide just this service in just this way. It 
takes a mixture of devotion to duty, vol- 
untary enthusiasm, and human desire to 
see a job done with all possible grace and 
dispatch. With the competent help 
furnished by the Society, and the willing 
cooperation of the central office, the 
Committee does a good job making a lot 
of people happy and making it possible 
for them to enjoy the Meeting, as well as 
protecting the Society and its exhibitors. 
When you pass their headquarters, down 
on the lower level, why not drop in for a 
minute and say, “Thanks, boys!”
